U. S. Steel Chief Says 
Union's Wage Demands 


Cannot be Granted 


Pittsburgh, Jan. 23—(AP)—Re- 


vision of federal corporation tax 
laws was demanded today by the 
CIO United Steeiworkers as union 
and management each sought to 
marshal public opinion on their 
side of the three-day-old strike. 


Philip 
Murray, 
president 
of 


both the CIO and the USW, charg- 
ed in a letter to Treasury Secre- 
tary Vinson that existing legisla- 
tion would give the stalled steel 
industry "guaranteed profits that 
are 29 per cent above the level 
of pre-war earnings" even if it 
should "loaf the rest of the year 
—remain absolutely idle." 


U .S .Steel President B. F. Fair- 


less scheduled a nationwide radio 
address (ABC, 9 p. m. CSTj to- 
night to present industry's side 
of the grim dispute. 


U. S. Steel's offer of a 15-cent 


boost, Fairless said, "met 75 per 
cent of the union's proposal." To 
go higher, he added, would en- 
danger "the thousands of fabri- 
cators 
and processors of steel 


whose very existence would be in 
jeopardy should we grant the 
union's demand for such a large 
and unwarranted increase." 


As the strike went into its 


third day, with 750.000 idle at 
nearly 1,300 plants in 29 states 
an Associated Press survey dis- 
closed some 58,500 at work in 
the steel industry. Less than 30,- 
000 of these were employed at 
mills producing iron and steel, the 
remainder at smaller fabricating 
plants. 


Only Token Picket Lines 


For the largest single strike 


In the nation's history, only token 
picket lines marched before steel 
mill gates. The announced Beth- 
lehem Steel company policy of no 
attempt to operate during the 
strike seemed to have been adopt- 
ed generally. 


Green Bay, Wig,, Drop Forge

Coal Production Cut 


The CIO's three-day-old gen- 


eral steel strike began to curtail 
coal production in the rich bitum- 
inous field of southwestern Penn- 
sylvania today, with the closing 
of five captive mines employing 
3,100 men. 


The Solid Fuels Administra- 


tion reported the shutdowns were 
caused by lack of railroad cars 
in which to transport the coal. 
SFA expected mine closings would 
be gradual. 


A coal operators' spokesman 


said steel companies arc generally 
selling their coal on the commer- 
cial market now. as "there is no 
one to unload it" at closed steel 
plants where normally the fuel is 
converted into coke for steel-mak- 
ing.

Yank Ship Saves 


4300 Japanese as 


Vessel Hits. Mine 


Shanghai, Jan. 23—(AP)—The 


dramatic rescue of nearly 4,300 
Japanese from their sinking re- 
patriation 
ship, 
the 
Enoshima 


Maru, was told today when the 
American freighter Brevard ar- 
rived jammed with 99 per cent 
of the survivors. 


The ship sank rapidly after 


striking a mine 60 miles off the 
mouth of the Yangtze yesterday. 


In only 25 minutes, all the Jap- 


anese except about 20 killed in 
the explosion or in subsequent 
mishaps were transferred from 
the 6,000-ton vessel to the Bre- 
vard- It appeared likely that the 
rescue would set a record for 
speed in handling such a mass 
of people. 


The Brevard's skipper, Lt. John 


L. Elliott of San Diego, Calif., 
said the rescue was accomplished 
with hardly a hitch through co- 
operation of the Japanese, whom 
he described as frightened but 
orderly. 


The Enoshima Maru, carrying 


4,296 Japanese men, women and 
| children, sank within an hour and 
a half. 


The 5,000-ton Brevard was trail- 


ng it about three and a half 
miles. Even at that distance, the 
American ship trembled so viol- 
ently from the blast "that I 
thought we were hit," said El- 
liott.

At least 13 planes discarded by 
the United States Army have been 
allocated to airlines of Spain and 
Argentina,

Eight twin-engined C-47 trans- 


port planes have been delivered 
or earmarked for Spain. 


Five four-engined C-54 trans- 


ports went to a commercial airline 
of Argentina. 


Government officials who dis- 


closed those facts last night add- 
ed it was "not unlikely" that 
more surplus Army planes would 
be sold in the near future to 
Spain for its 
government-domi- 


nated Iberian Airline. 
This air- 


line is virtually defunct at pres- 
ent because of a lack of planes 
and aircraft parts. 


In addition to the eight planes, 


the state department also has 
approved the sale of nearly $300,- 


000 worth of airport equipment to 
Spain. This is also surplus Army 
equipment, including bulldozers, 
scrapers, 
-shovel 
units. 
dump 


trucks and a semi-trailer. 


Officials said this will be used 


to improve the Madrid airport so 
that four-engined transport planes, 
such as those used by United 
States airlines for trans-oceanic 
operations, car. land and take off 
safely. 


State department officials as- 


serted yesterday that the trans- 
port planes involved do not con- 
stitute "military supplies." 


They also said the transaction 


does not compromise this coun- 
try's strong political stand against 
the 
Franco 
government. 
They 


cited the recent U. S. note to 
France, which expressed willing- 
ness to confer with British and 
French on relations of the JLhree 
governments with Franco. 


There was no immediate com- 


ment on the Argentine transac- 
tion.

Less Brass in the VA 


Gen. 
Ornar Bradley, now Ad- 


ministrator of Veterans' Affairs. 
is an old Army man, and a good 
one. He knews as even the prole- 
tarian-minded Russians discovered 
that there is no substitute for rank 
and discipline in a fighting army. 


When victory or defeat, life or 


death, can depend on the carrying 
out of orders obedience must be 
prompt and unquestioning Super- 
ior rank must be respected. Pun- 
ishment for insubordination must 
be sharp It all adds up to a most 
undemocratic 
arrangement, 
but 


there seems to be no other way of 
conducting a war successfully 


Such an arrangement however, 


has no place in a democratic coun- 
try outside of rnlnarv life 
Yet 


the habits of command and obed- 
ience are not alwavs easy to break 
Some officers come to feel that 
deference is due them as persons 
even after they return to civilian 
life. It becomes almost instinctive 
to give orders to make decisions 
for others to expect that they will 
be accepted without argument, to 
be impatient of any contrary pro- 
posals. 


General Bradle\ has undoubtedly 


seen a good bit of this in his time 
He has probably seen it particul- 
larly in his present surroundings. 
Most likely he has heard the com- 
plaint of many •'•eterans that there 
is too much "brass" in the Vet- 
erans' Administration—particular- 
ly in Washington. 


So the General has issued a 


simple but wise order. From now 
on, employes of the VA who form-
